Fhe great delire the 
Parliament had to be rid of her, made 
them give her at the King's Requeſt

Hotham ap- 
pearing upon the Walls, ſaid, He con'd not 
admit him without Breach of his Truft to the 
Parliament ; and being required to ſhew 
his Order for what he dis from the Parlia- 
ment : He then-anſwered, That the Kzng 
had too great a Train, and wou'd not admit

& incenſed the XK. that he cauſed Hotham 
to-be there proclaimed Traytor, and ſo 
returned to Tork, 

But the Parliament put forth a Procla- 
mation, wherein they declared the Gover- 
nour had done nothing but by their Order ; 
that the King's declaring Hotham a Tray- 
tor, was a high Violation of the Privi- 
ledges of Parliament, againſt the Liberty 
of the Subject, and the Law of the Land ; 
and thav: that - Declaration - ſhou'd be

are there. But now the K. having left Lox- 
- dow (where the Parliament,who were Ma-. 
ſters there, openly oppoſed; every thing 
that was notagreeable to the Laws of the 
Landand — of Parliament) began 
to prepare: himfelt for War, and gave out 
Commiſhons for the raiſing. 600 Horſe, & 
2800 Foot under the name of his Life 
Guard. But that which. moſt; provoked the 
People, and furniſhed the Parliament with 
new Matter to declare againſt the King's 
Proceedings,was, that a great. part of thoſe 
whom he raiſed were Rowan Catholicks.

The County anſ{wer'd to theſe Queſt 
ons, That they were ready'to affiſt the Per- 
fon of his Majeſty by ſuch ways as the 
 Lawallows, and their Duty obliges them 
to; but 'that it wou'd be much better 
that his Majeſty wou'd-hearken to, and 
rely on his Parliament, who wou'd nor

The K. was 10 far from having Juftice 

done him (as he term'd it) upon Bbchars, 
that he underſtood the Par/iament had re- 
turned. him their hearty thanks, and given 
him mighty Commendations for his Fide- 
lity to them, and;the Denyal he had made 
tothe King ; and alſo that they had made 
him a. very conſiderable Preſent, to teſtify 
their acknowledgment to him,deſfiring him: 
to continue ftedfaſt 1n holding it out, 
Which obliged his Majeſty to write to the 
Houſe of Lords, that they wou'd ſign no. 
more Orders,before they had given him ſa- 
tisfaQtion for Hothawm's Diſobedience ; this 
likewiſe hapned for a Sign : For the A, re-. 
ſolving not to hearken to the privateDepu- 
ties of ſome Lords,whom the Upper Houſe 
had ſent to York to him, to indeavour to: 
find out ſome way to cureall theſeDifferen- 
ces, ſent his Commands to them to go back 
again, and wou'd not 10. much as ſpeak. 
with them. This did ſo exaſperate the 
Minds. of the Parliamezt, that they decla- 
red, that the King's evil Counſel was the 
cauſe of all theſe Calamities. And to the. 
end that his Majeſty might be informed of 
ſuch their Declaration, they ſent it to him 
by-two of their ownBody;thea they fell ta 
railing of Men;which they did with great 
6ale ; every body, as well Citizens M O+ 
tners 
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thers, coming in to their Service, and they 
{s eaſily gave their Contributions and A(- 
ſiſtance, that it became almolt incredible 
what a Maſs of Mony, Plate, and Ammu- 
nition was laid-even at the Parliaments 
feet ; which made it no difficult matter for 
the Pariiament 1n a little time to get up a 
conſiderable Army, whatever Defence the 
K;made againſt them. His Majeſty laying 
all theſe Matters together, and forefecing - 
the miſchievous Conſequences that wou'd 
likely happen by this Civil War, and the 
Danger to which his Royal Perſon was 
expoſed, as well as all his SubjeQs, began 
tothink of taking ſome other way than he

But thoſe 
Counſellors the K. had continually about 
him; would not ſuffer him to yield to any 
thing, but upon every occaſion filling his 
Head with the Honour and Authority of 
His Majeſty, did by thoſe means per{wade 
him to take very wrong -ſteps, from 

' whence it was not afterwards in the Pow- 
er of his Council to retrieve him ; as it hap- 
pens with the Sun-in March, which is able 
to raile up Vapours and Moiſt Humonrs, but 
has not force enough to diſipate and ſcat- 
ter them. Whereas onthe contrary,. had 
the K. but ſhewa any deſire of uniting 
with his Parkament, and removing far 
from him rhoſe dangerous Counſellors who 
were puſhed by the Spirit of Popery and 
France, it had been not uneaſie for him to 
diſentangle himſelf, and in a ſhort time to 
putanend to all paſt Miſeries, and prevent 
future. But it ſeems the Diſtemper of the 
Nation required lettingBlood,for the Veins 
 wereover full: TheParl/iamentsArmy com- 
manded firſt by the E. of Eſſex, Sir Tho. 
Fairfax, andby O. Cromwell his Lieutenant 
General, found the King's Forces ſo much 
work, that ina few Years time, the great- 
eſt part of them were ſcattered, after the 
loſs of yeral Battles.

Evans. But after' he had received ſome of 
their Wounds, it pleaſed God that fome 
Perſons were coming along that way, and 
the Murtherers thinking alfo they had done 
his buſineſs, betook themſelves to their 
Heels. And ſo by a good Providence he 
recovered 'of his Wounds ( which were
